Rev. SIR, „ N „ 
That you may have a clear and full View of the Whole of our 
Proceedings here, we have judged it proper to give you the follow- 
lowing Account. Aſter being at all Pains to be ſufficiently in- 
ſtructed in the Nature of the Buſineſs committed to us, and which 
we reckoned ourſelves indiſpenſably obliged to proſecute, Three of 
us ſet out for London, where we arrived upon the 17th of Novem- 
ber laſt, judging it neceſſary to be here ſo early, that we might 
have time to remove, if poſſible, the Prejudices which had been 
raiſed againſt us, and have more Leiſure and Opportunity to give 
a fair Repreſentation of the Inſtructions given us, by Conference 

with thoſe principally concerned in the Adminiſtration, before the 
Meeting of Parliament, when probably. we could not have ſuch ea- 
ſy Acceſs to them. Accordingly, at different times, we Waited 
upon the Miniſters of State, _ other Perſons of the higheſt Rank 
and Influence; had a fair Hearing from them, and Opportunity to 
| obviate, in the beſt manner we could, the Objections which had 
been moved againſt us: We were received by them with great Ci- 
vility, and with Expreſſions of high Regard to the Church of Scot- 
land, for our diſtinguiſhed Loyalty and Uſefulneſs ; but had no de- 
finitive Anſwer from them, further than that they would have the 
Matter under their Conſideration, and hear what might be repre- 
ſented upon the other Side, by the Members of Parliament from 
our own Country. After the Meeting of the Parliament, we wait- 
ed upon many Members of it, in both Houſes, from North as well 
as South Britain, who were reckoned to have the greateſt Influ- 
. ence; and endeavoured, in the beſt Manner we could, to recon- 
cile their Minds to the Views of the General Aſſembly; particu- 
larly with reſpect to the raifing of the Minimum. As ſoon as we 
received our Records, and other Papers, neceſſary to ſtate and ſup- 
port our Cauſe, we gave in, to the Miniſters of State, a written 
lemorial of the ſeveral Articles given us in Charge by the Gene- 
ral Aſſembly : And, ſome time after, we printed that Memorial, 
with Additions, under the Title of, I juſt View of the Proceedings 
of the General Aſſembly, &c.

ſiſted upon the Reaſonableneſs and Neceſſity of raiſing the Mini. 
mum. When it was thought proper, we had the Honour of be. 
ing preſented to his Majeſty, and the Royal Family, and were gra- 
ciouſſy received.---We omitted no Opportunity of promoting our 
Cauſe, as far as we were capable; but, after all our Diligence, we 
were aſſured by theſe chiefly concerned in the Adminiſtration, that, 
in the preſent Circumſtances, we could have no Hope of getting 
the Minimum raiſed ; and that the mentioning of it in our Petition 
would deſtroy the Whole of it. In this Situation we found eur- 
ſelves obliged, tho' with the greateſt ReluQtance, to drop what, we 
were convinced, was by far the moſt important Part of our Com- 
miſſion, and which could give the moſt effectual Relief; and which 
we knew the General Aſſembly had had moſt at Heart; and to 
ſubmit, that our Petition, under the Direction of the Lord Advo- 
cate for Scotland, ſhould be framed and preſented by him, with the 
Conſent of the Earl of Morton, and of Mr. Hope, only with rela- 
tion to the other Articles contained in the Inſtructions given us by 
the General Aſſembly. And to this Reſolution of framing and of-

The mournful Event of the unexpected Death of the Prince of 
Mules for ſome time retarded Bufineſs ; but when we were aſſured, 
at , that there were no Hopes of accommodating the Matter 
= with the Mid-Lothian Committee, but by dropping our Petition 
entirely, we thought it our Duty ſtill to inſiſt upon it; becauſe 
when our Petition was laid upon the Table, it was underſtood to 
be with a View to have it taken up, whatever Anſwer ſhould be
